| Hereas his Majely ina Meſlage received the 5. of September, 
requires that the Parliament would revoke their Declarations 
again{t ſuch pertons as have afſilted His Vajefty in this unnatural\ war 
agaialt His Kingdome; Ir is this day ordered , and declared , by the 
Lords and Commons, thatthe armes which they have becne forced to 
take up, and fhall be forced to take up, for the preſervation of the Par- 
liamenrt, Religion, the Lawes and Liberties of the King owe, ſhall not 
be laid downe, untill His Majeſty ſh ill withdraw His Protection from 
ſuch pertoas as have been voted by bout Houſes to be Delinquents , or 
th t ſhall by both houſes be voted to be Delinquents , and ſhall leave 
them to the Tuſtice of the Parlaiment, to be proceeded with according 
to the.r demctrics , to rhe end, that beth this and lucceding generatior's 
may take warning with what danger they incur:e the like hainous 
crimes ; and alf. rote end that thote great charges and dammages 
wherewithall the Common-wealth hath bee:: b :rchened, in the premt- 
tes hrhence His Majelties departure from the Pa-liament, may be borte 
by the Delinquents and other malignant, and Di aﬀfeRted Pei fons, And
